Classroom Building

Bristol Township’s 
proposed 
secondary school building pro­ 
gram has been delayed again 


Service Levy 


Considered 


Bristol Township’s S c h o o l 
Board hopes to triple its mer­ 
cantile tax receipts this year by 
imposing a levy 
on 
services 
rendered by business and mer­ 
chants. 
The board last night directed 
its solicitor, Samuel Glantz, to 
investigate all aspects of such 
a tax and report back at a fu­ 
ture meeting. 
The school district presently 
budgets $60,000 as receipts from 
mercantile taxes 
on 
products 
sold. The levy is one mill on 
wholesale dealers and \V% mills 
on retail steres and businesses. 
Dr. Martin Rawdin, b o a r d 
president, said 
“I can’t 
con­ 
ceive the new tax bringing in 
less than 
double the 
present 
$60,000.” 
Many businesses, and stores 
would be taxed for services un­ 
der the new levy. These would 
include barbershops, beauty sa­ 
lons, service stations, doctors, 
dentists, 
photographers 
a n d 
others who charge for t h e i r 
services. 
The 
school 
district, 
in 
the 
past, has had its share of prob­ 
lems in collecting its estimated 
receipts 
from 
the 
mercantile 
tax. Last year $48,900 was col­ 
lected, 
representing 
81.5 
per 
cent pf the $60,000. Two years 
ago only $14,391.92 was collect 
ed. 


The school board last night 
tabled action on hte expansion 
until March 4. 


When it does come up for ap­ 
proval, the directors are 
ex­ 
pected to OK a $2,200,095 plan 
which will give the township 
only one graduating high school. 


Residents 
of 
the 
township 
may get the opportunity to vote 
on how much money the board 
should borrow to carry out the 
program which will also include 
20 additional elementary class­ 
rooms approved last month. 


The directors passed a move 
to put the borrowing question

April

primary.

their action is subject to the sol­
